End the Miles of Mud Roads 


Men and women still in middle life can recollect hearing discussion* a» 


to whether the telephone and electric light should be regarded as necessar- 
ies or luxuries; and it seems but yesterday that the status of the automobile 
was debated in the same fashion. Today the automobile is universally ac- 
cepted as an indispensable instrumentality of everyday existence. 
One 


might as well argue that we could dispense with steam and electric railroads 
as to contend that modern business and social activities could be carried on 
if the automobile were eliminated. 


It should be remembered moreover, that when a steam or electric rail- 


way is built by private capital, the public is compelled to pay dividends in 
perpetuity on the cost of construction and equipment and operation. 
The 


automobile, on the contrary, provides a system of transportation under 
which the roadbed within a few years will be paid for by the revenues deriv- 
ed from the traffic, while the equipment and the operating charges are 
borne by the owners and the direct users, not by the general public. 


While the funds will be expended largely on the primary highways, 


the loan will release for use oh the secondary and dirt roads many millions 
which otherwise would have to be devoted to the main routes. The primary 
roads constitute the backbone structure of the whole highways system, and 
their early completion is therefore a matter of vital concern to every section. 
Moreover, they provide the basis for federal aid, which already has con- 


tribted more than $15,000,000 for road improvement in Pennsylvania and 
during the next two years will furnish, it is estimated, $8,500,000 more. 
The federal government assists states in building roads upon the theory that 
their main trunk routes carry a br-je volume of interstate traffic, and upon 
the understanding that these highways will be constantly developed. 


The proposed $50,000,000 bond issue for good rcsds will be the most 


important matter of public policy which the voters will pass upon at the 
November election. Its approval will immeasurably affect 
the business 


and social welfare of the state. Under the law, such a loan can be author- 
ized only thru an amendment to the constitution, and this process requires 
three years at the least. If the present proposal should fail, it would mean 
a delay of Four years, since its resubmission to the voters would have to be 
authorized by the legislatures of 1925 and 1927. 


While there is nowhere any evidence of serious opposition lo the bond 


issue, there is a disquieting apathy toward it, and ii is urgently desirable 
that efforts to overcome this should be made by public officials, agricul- 
tural and business organizations, and all citizens who perceive that devel- 
opment of motor vehicle transportation is vital to the economic welfare of 
the commonwealth. If thru prejudice or indifference the voters of Pennsyl- 
vania were to permit this project to fail, they would seriously corn iromise 
the present prosperity and future progress of the state.
